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County Plans 4 New Schools 
As Population Keeps Growing 

The Prince Georges County Board of Education is planning 
four new schools for the Greenbelt area: two elementary schools, 
a junior high, and a senior high. Details of the county school-build¬ 
ing program were revealed at a public hearing at Bladensburg 
Junior High School on March 15. No opposition was voiced to 
the School Board’s proposals. 


A site has already been donated 
for the proposed elementary school 
in the Springiliill Lake area. It will 
have 12 classrooms (as does the ex¬ 
isting: North End School), and cost 
$620,000. 

Three additional schools are in¬ 
cluded in the School Board’s “Bud¬ 
get Recommendations to the Coun¬ 
ty Oommissioners for the Fiscal 
Year 1965-1966.” A 12-room ele¬ 
mentary school in the Gharlestowne 
Village area will cost $700,000 and 
be ready for occupancy sometime 
during the period 1966-68. The same 
period will also see completion of 
a 1200-pupil Junior High School, 
to cost two and a ’half million dol¬ 
lars, and an 1800-pupil Senior High 
School, to cost well over four mil¬ 
lion dollars. Land has not yet been 
acquired for these three schools, 
but negotiations are under way. 
Existing Facilities 

Five schools already exist in 
Greenbelt: Center and North End 
(elementary); Greenbelt Junior 
High; and DuVal and High Point 
(senior high schools). Of the five, 
three are overcrowded. The Center 
School, with a capacity of 390 
pupils, has 445 currently enrolled. 
DuVal High School has 2584 stu-

Greenbelt’s population is increas¬ 
ing steadily, and the School Board 
predicts that the North End ele¬ 
mentary school will also be over¬ 
crowded by end of 1965. 

Improvements to be Made 

Not only will new schools be 
built, but the old schools are also 
slated to be improved; funds for 
these improvements have been in¬ 
cluded in the School Board’s bud¬ 
get recommendations. According 
to present plans, the cafeteria, 
kitchen, and lavatories at the Cen¬ 
ter School will be remodeled; re¬ 
grading, sodding, and fencing out¬ 
side the North End School will be 
done; and at Greenbelt Junior 
High, driveways and parking areas 
will be resurfaced, and additional 
gym lockers Installed.

House of Delegates App roves 
New Re-zoning Legislation 


Zoning legislation of interest to Greenbelters was given pre¬ 
liminary approval by the Maryland House of Delegates this week. 
Supported by the Prince George’s civic federation, planning as¬ 
sociation, and home rule charter committee, the measure is design¬ 
ed to block patchwork development and land speculation. 

One provision permits rezoning petitions by the county com¬ 
missioners to be appealed in court by residents living within three 
miles of the property in question. The measure specifies that courts

cannot weigh evidence in a case, 
but decide only if the commis¬ 
sioners were arbitrary and capri¬ 
cious in their decision. 

The bill would ensure that citi¬ 
zens would be able to obtain tech¬ 
nical staff reports on rezoning ap¬ 
plications at the planning board 
office in Riverdale. Under the bill, 
all rezoning applicants would be 
required to state why they sought 
a change in land use, and what they 
feel justifies the new classification. 

Cross-Examination 

All witnesses appearing at re- 
zoning hearings would be subject 
to cross-examination. Applications 
rejected by the county commis¬ 
sioners could not be resubmitted for 
18 months. After the second re¬ 
jection, a petitioner would have 
to wait 24 months before filing an¬ 
other application for the property 
or any part of it. 

Rezoned land not under develop¬ 
ment within five years after re- 
zoning would automatically revert 
back to previous land-use classi¬ 
fications. 

The omnibus zoning bill now 
goes to the Senate. If passed and 
signed by the Governor, the meas¬ 
ure could go into effect June 1 or 
July 1.

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Pilot Film Made In County 

Prince Georges County Detec¬ 
tive Lieutenant Phil Kearns was 
the special guest speaker at the 
February meeting of the Green- 
belt Democratic Club. Kearns pre¬ 
sented a film “Headed for Trou¬ 
ble" which deals with the opera¬ 
tions of the P.G.C. Juvenile 
Bureau, which Lt. Kearns heads. 

Kearns stated that, when the 
Federal Government Wanted to 
make a pilot film dealing with 
Juvenile Bureaus, they chose 
Prince Georges County over all 
the other bureaus in the country. 

The P.G.C. Juvenile Bureau was 
started in September of 1959 and 
its staff consisted of two members 
of the Metropolitan Police force 
and three from Prince Georges. 
Currently the Bureau has a staff 
of twelve. There are 175 police 
officers in the County. 

Of the 7,000 juvenile cases listed 


in 1964, about 50% have been 
handled through this Bureau. Of 
these, about 1,200 were actually 
referred to Court. A Conference 
Bureau for parents with problem 
children has also been set up. 

Lt. Kearns stated that Prince 
Georges County has one of the 
finest probational departments in 
the country and has done a tre¬ 
mendous job in rehabilitating 
juveniles. 

The film, which runs about 
thirty minutes, plus a 10 minute 
trailer on a panel discussion about 
the film, is available for showing 
at organizational meetings. Con-
